be ex pected to aggravate an already tight situation 
in the available supply of labor 
America's junction 
as the arsenal of democracy will become more d iffi­ 
cult to perform in ratio to the growth ol its own 
m ilitary establishm ent 
Solution of this problem lies, of course, in the di­ 
rt cticn of elim inating work with no direct bearing on 
m ilitary production 
T hat is both the purpose and 
effect of the curtailm ents and shutdowns of oper­ 
ations m plants whose products are dispensable, or 
for wrich raw m aterials are scarce. 
If this is borne 
in m ind, it will help to ease the hundreds of thousands 
cl difficult transitions that must be made 
not be­ 
cause of som eone’s arbitraly decision, but because of 
tin national welfare at stake. 
In every nation that has been drawn into the 
war. the sam e thing has happened 
It is the dom i­ 
nant 
characteristic of the thing called 
total 
war, 
which m eans simply that every citizen is a factor in 
thi t vc i - all supply of manpower. 
In Germany , even 
t l i prisoners of war are being forced to produce m a­ 
teria! for the war effort. 
American* will need to work harder over longer 
periods than they have worked at any time for g ener­ 
ations. 
The efficiency in production made possible 
by m achinery 
and developed 
skills 
represents 
the 
margin of 
their advantag e over 
their competitors. 
F*ee labor here can do what needs to be done to 
make this the arsenal of democracy as well as to 
furnish a larger army with the im plem ents for n a­ 
tional defense.

With the United S tates m ilitary observers, new s­ 
paper correspondents and diplomatic officials out of 
Europe, the last todder for the guessing g am e of 
where Germany is going to strike nex t disappears.

If the Germans run true to form, they will try to

There are tum ors aoout action in Spain rumors 
about accum ulation of materia! in the near east that 
would mean a drive for the Caucasus through Turkey 
rumors about developm ent of bases in Greece that 
would mean aerial and naval thrusts in the M edi­ 
terranean, rumors about the long -awaited attem pt to 
Invade Great Britain.

British 
Of concern to the United S tates would be a 
move on Dakar in Africa, based on Spain 
In the 
ex citem ent oi being at war with J apan, many Ameri­ 
ca*« have forg otten that they also are at war with 
Germ any and Italy . 
Nothing but a recurrence of 
wiahful thinking will perm it them to im agine that 
Germany isn't going to take its state of war with 
thq United States seriously . 
l l may be presumed that alter °ea rl Harbor this 
country ’s armed forces are on the alert, and people at 
hom e might as well be forewarned ag ainst the sur­ 
prise that is bound to happen too. 
They would feel 
g reatly cheered if for once the United States, in the 
name of the anti-A x is bloc, could m anag e to spring a 
surprise for a chang e. 


ENOUGH BYGONES

The American public 
is Hi a mood to let by g ones be by gones. 
It is con fi­

It (a not inclined to lay too much blame on their 
predecessors. 
It was not tire an n y and navy alone who were 
taken by surprise when J apan launched its attack. 
T he governm ent in W ashing ton was taken by 
sur­ 
prise 
too. 
Perhaps it should have warned its 
m ili­ 
tary officials in tlie Pacific to 
ex pect the worst; per­ 
haps they , like the 
people at home, m erely were al­ 
lowed to keep on ex pecting the best. 
Unlike m any of the sh ifts in com m and m ade by 
nations at war. the reorganization of the Pacific de­ 
partment cannot be ascribed to popular pressure. The ‘ 
people, aware of the gravity of the situation

theless have not lost confidence in their army and 
navy .

T he 
old theory was very sim ple—that 
dental decay was due to the in ­ 
vasion 
of 
g erm s 
into 
the 
tooth 
enam el 
The answer was sim ple 
too. 
All y ou had to do was brush 
the teeth carefully w ith an a n ti­ 
septic dentifrice and kill off the 
■Terms. But the question rem ained 
what weakness in the tooth was it 
that allowed the germ s to enter and 
begin to operate? 
Question af Nutrition 
T his question raised the theory 
that 
tooth 
decay 
was 
larg ely 
a 
question of nutrition of the body , 
including the teeth, and that all 
decay could be prevented by a diet 
which was adequate in calcium and 
Vitam in D. 
"As a m atter of fact,” say s Dr, 
Thurm an B. Rice, chief of the bu­ 
reau of health of Indiana, "go<x i 
nutrition is of im portance in d e­ 
veloping good, strong teeth, but it 
is not true that defective nutrition 
is the cause o f caries. 
“ We have em phasized the great 
im portance 
of 
larg e 
am ounts 
of 
calcium and lime in the diet. The 
lact of the m atter is that there is 
such a large supply of calcium in 
the bones of every person that it Is 
nearly impossible for him to starve 
his teeth in that regard inasm uch 
as the teeth will requisition from 
the bones such am ounts of calcium 
as they need.” 
R ecent research has shown that 
diet has som ething to do with dental 


decay in another connection 
The 
g erm known technically as lacto- 
bactllus acidophilus g rows in 
the 
m outh and produces a rather high 
degree of acidity . 
It grows in lit­ 
tle plaques on the surface of the 
teeth. 
These plaques are hard to 
brush away because they stick very 
tig ht and are m ost likely to be in 
those places 
where 
a 
toothbrush 
cannot reach. They develop so much 
acidity as to be actually able to 
etch the enam el and finally cause 
a cavity 
There L is* no 
doubt 
apparently 
th at the eating of m uch sug ar en ­ 
courag es the growth of these germ.- 
and in th at way indirectly causes 
dental caries. 
This 
too, is going 
back to a very old theory that too 
much candy causes decay of the 
teeth. 
In order to be safe in the pre­ 
vention of dental decay , it is best 
to watch all fronts, to learn how­ 
to brush the teeth and keep the 
m outh clean, build up the nutrition 
with plenty of Vitam in D and ca l­ 
cium and to visit y our d en tist and 
see that the little plaques in which 
the lactobacillus acidophilus takes 
root are rem oved at least twice a 
y ear. 


Answer: There are m any tablets 
good for stom ach ulcer—such as bi­ 
carbonate of soda tablets, and alum ­ 
inum hy drox ide, or cream alin tab­ 
lets— but taking tablets alone Is not 
the best wav of treating stom ach 
ulcer. You should consult a doctor 
and plan to take som e tim e off with 
rest, 
diet, 
aspiration 
of 
stom ach 
contents at nig ht, as well as neu­ 
tralization by m edicine.
